Financial F actor 


Moody's Weekly Rewaw of Finan- 
cial Conditions in its current issue, 
says in part: 

“Realizing sales’ naturally causes 
oceasional reactions ifr view of the 
fact that nearly. all jhelders now 
have profits on their industrial stocks. 
Typical issues of this class are about 
49 points above the floor of 1921, F 
and only a. ‘little over 3 points’ 
below the ceiling of 1922-1923. 

“The tempest in the Teapot Dome 

does not seem to be a financial fac- 
tor, although it may foreshadow mud- 
throwing in the political campaign. 
With both parties ‘divided upon the 
political’ issues of the. day, with 
noisy minorities: ‘Stirring up class 
hatreds, and with. the..acute need: 
of political ammunition on poth 
sides—-the ‘situation . rather favors 
mud-throwing. 
- “A widely held: “delusion, is . that. 
we have passed completely through 
a great bear movement ‘and are now 
entering into an expansion period 
comparable to 1922 or 1915-1916.° Yet 
records show that the. stock market 
for nearly two years, hag not deen, 
down to a genuine pargain level; 
and that stocks, after experiencing 
a major reaction last year, . ‘have 
merely enjoyed a major rally which 
has carried them back. into the: price 
areas at which the heavy distribution 
of 1922-1923 occurred. 

“Just at present stocks are @ poor 
harometer of general trade. The 
contraction in-.the latter seems to 
mean aceumulation of purchasing 
power, and to wagrant conservatism 
for the present afid confidence in the
